A bent RR Spike was found 3 inches below grade in the centerline of Mt. Zion Road.

This spike was found to land in the centerline of Mt. Zion Road. A North-South running wire fence was found to the 
west of the spike.

January 12", 2017 as found in Deckard Land Surveying Job Number (16-140). This spike was found to be 
commonly accepted by surveys in the area and was accepted and held as said corner as shown on Keith & Trudy 
McConnell - Boundary Survey on file at the Monroe County Recorder's Office as Instrument Number 2022003967.
